Innovation

Alberta is looking for bright 
ideas on new ways to build 
schools and deal with the 
province’s classroom crunch. 

A request for expression 
of interest, posted on the 
province’s purchasing site, 
will close next week. The bid 
is asking land developers and 
other interested parties to 
come forward with ideas on 
how to build new schools and 
refurbish existing ones. 

“It’s really just looking 
for ideas to see what kind of 


innovative ideas other stake¬ 
holders can bring forward,” 
said Tracy Larsen, a spokes¬ 
person for Alberta Infrastruc¬ 
ture.

Councillors 
sign off on 
new sewer 


City councillors signed off 
on a $46-million fix for the 
downtown’s drainage prob¬ 
lem Wednesday 

The new sewer line will 
run under 105 Street and 
107 Street from 100 Avenue 
all the way to 111 Avenue. 
Coun. Scott McKeen voted for 
the project, but said he was 
annoyed that the funding is 
coming from the area’s com¬ 
munity revitalization levy. 

He said that’s essentially a 
local tax for basic infrastruc¬ 
ture. “If we were doing it in 
some other part of the city we 
wouldn’t expect local taxa¬ 
tion to be part of the project,” 
he said. 

The city’s chief financial 
officer Lorna Rosen said the 
project allows for more de¬ 
velopment and as a result is a 
revitalization project. 

“This has actually con¬ 
strained development in the 
downtown area, which is 
why this project is viewed as 
a catalyst for development in 
the downtown,” she said. 

The new sewer will ac¬ 
commodate storm water, 
indirectly easing the pressure 
on the city’s sanitary sewers 
downtown. 

Coun. Ben Henderson 
said the project makes sense 
because it pays for infrastruc¬ 
ture that developers have 
told council is necessaiy for 
downtown to expand. 

“We don’t get to see it, 
but it’s a pretty significant 
catalyst project and that’s 
coming from the people who 
are putting the money in,” 
he said. 

The city is hoping to get 
the project started as soon as 
possible so it can be complet¬ 
ed before 2018.

Opposition education critics 
say they’re disturbed by re¬ 
ports of a handful of Alberta 
teachers engaging in sexual 
relationships and physically 
harming students — actions 
that cost them their jobs 
permanently — but question 
whether the education minis¬ 
ter could be better handling 
an ongoing skirmish with the 
union representatives. 

On Monday, Metro was 
first to report that Alberta’s 
education minister had over¬ 
ruled at least four decisions 
from the Alberta Teachers’ 
Association’s disciplinaiy 
hearing committee, which 
recommended suspensions 
of teachers involved in 
cases that have been widely 
deemed disturbing. 

In each case, the commit¬ 
tee recommended years-long

But Wildrose education 
critic Bruce McAllister was 
quick to question whether 
the minister’s efforts were 
part of a move to make him¬ 
self the sole authority on 
teacher performance. 

“My issue is government 
giving itself control to police 
the ethics of the teaching in- 
dustiy, when it can’t police it¬ 
self,” he said, adding the gov¬ 
erning Tory party is caught 
up in a “new moral or ethical 
scandal almost daily.” 

NDP education critic 
Deron Bilous, a former teach¬ 
er, agreed the teachers are 
guilty of “crossing the line,” 
but appealed to the minis¬ 
ter to work hand-in-hand 
with ATA representatives to 
change the disciplinary pro¬ 
cess. 


“They (the ATA) are fairly 
open and amicable to the 
idea of working with the 
minister ... but it does seem 
like there’s been a back and 
forth,” he said, later adding, 
“The minister isn’t working 
at repairing relationships and 
improving relationships with 
the ATA.” 

The ATA, meanwhile, has 
said such prolonged suspen¬ 
sions have been career killers 
for all but one educator since 
the organization’s formation 
82 years ago. 

Johnson is also the first 
education minister to over¬ 
turn a committee recommen¬ 
dation. But, in an interview 
Monday, he said, “It’s beyond 
a shadow of a doubt that 
these people should never be 
in the classroom again.”

Peter Woytiulc has 12 months 
of proof that his electric 
vehicle has the juice to power 
through Edmonton winters. 

As one of the upcoming 
speakers for PechaKucha 
Night 19, Woytiulc wants to 
share his social experiment 
with fellow Edmontonians 
who might be deterred from 
purchasing electric vehicles 
because they are often made 
for warmer climates. 

“It definitely depends 


on your driving style, but I 
wanted to do something in 
Edmonton because we see it 
marketed in places like Cali¬ 
fornia, B.C. or Toronto,” he 
said. 

But his experiment didn’t 
get off to a smooth start. 

In his second week after 
purchasing the Tesla Model S, 
he had to call a tow truck to 
pick him up after not proper¬ 
ly preparing for a longer trip. 

“Long trips are a bit of a 


process,” he said. 

Putting more than 26,000 
kilometres on it in one year, 
Woytiulc was stopped by 
people inquiring about the 
car so often his girlfriend 
would often allot extra “Tesla 
time” into a car trip. 

He said overall the car did 
well through the city’s last 
winter, saying people just 
need to remember to charge 
the vehicle when taking long¬ 
er trips.

As weather warms and 
flowers take bloom, Edmon¬ 
tonians are faced with a sea¬ 
son they’re all too familiar 
with: that of the mosquito. 

Thanks to rising temper¬ 
atures and recent rainfall, the 
city’s pest-control forces are 
ramping up their efforts to 
reduce the number of mos¬ 
quitoes irritating residents 
this summer. 

Pest-control technician 
Mike Jenkins said monitoring 
efforts have identified an in¬ 
crease in the daytime biters. 

“They tend to make their 
presence felt more than their 
overall population shows,” 
said Jenkins. 


After a springtime spray¬ 
ing effort, which included 
ground and helicopter ef¬ 
forts, the city covered almost 
1,400 square kilometres of 
mosquito-breeding area. 

Moving into summer 
spraying, Jenkins said offi¬ 
cials are still deciding wheth¬ 
er or not they will be calling 
in the helicopters to cover 
more ground. 

“The recent rainfall and 
high temperatures we’re ex¬ 
pecting to see in the next few 
days are going to drive the 
development of the larvae, 
but at this point those larvae 
are still in the aquatic stage,” 
Jenkins said. 

James Wilke, director of 
animal care and pest man¬ 
agement for the city, said 
Edmonton is one of the few 
municipalities in Canada to 
offer a mosquito con¬ 
trol program.

Thesis. Student aims 
at keeping birds from 
crashing mto city windows 


One University of Alberta 
student is taking a bird’s- 
eye view at ways to prevent 
the city’s feathered friends 
from hitting Edmonton 
windows. 

As part of her thesis, 
graduate student Justine 
Kummer launched a web¬ 
site and an online survey to 
collect data on types of con¬ 
ditions surrounding birds’ 
collisions into residential 
home windows. 

A study from Environ¬ 
ment Canada published last 
year found residential hous¬ 
es are responsible for up to 
90 per cent of all bird colli¬ 
sions, Kummer said. 

“That’s something 

people aren’t very aware 
about,” she added. 

After launching the pro¬ 
ject in September, Kummer 
said she’s been able to col¬ 
lect a significant amount of 
data from residents inter¬ 
ested in her work. 

“We’re asking partici¬ 
pants to walk around the 
perimeter of their house for

ideally a month,” Kummer 
said. “And report to us if 
you find anything.” 

This summer, Kummer 
has launched another phase 
of the research, looking 
into bird feeders and their 
potential impact on the col¬ 
lision rate. 

“There are big things 
people can do, but we want 
to find the little things 
people can do in their back¬ 
yard to reduce the colli¬ 
sions,” said Kummer. 

A bird-feeder study will 
be conducted over the 
summer, while the bird 
collision study will go on 
through 2014 and could be 
expanded.

Though the incidence

Ian Anderson is one of the 2.5 
per cent. 

After his first diagnosis of 
melanoma, the Brampton, 
Ont., man was told that with¬ 
out immediate treatment he 
would be dead within two 
months. After his second, he 
was informed that if 100 people 
were in his shoes, 97.5 would 
not make it to the five-year 
mark, the standard measuring 
stick for beating a cancer. 

Nineteen years after the 
second occurrence, Anderson, 
now 56, is still around to tell 
the tale — in his ever-present 
hat and sunscreen, which he 
slathers on religiously. 

“I’m living proof that it can 
happen,” says Anderson, who 
now counsels people diagnosed 
with melanoma. 

Anderson’s story is one of 
optimism — but also of real¬ 
ity. While he’s living proof 
some lucky people can survive 
Stage 4 melanoma, he is also 
confirmation that people who 
don’t take sun precautions can 
develop the more-often deadly 
disease. 

Another survivor, Caitlin 
Jones, was an avid indoor tan¬

forehead just below her hair 
line was basel cell carcinoma, 
which comprises about four 
out of five non-melanoma skin 
cancers. 

Jones had surgeiy to remove 
a quarter-sized piece of skin to 
excise the cancer — a proced¬ 
ure that altered her view on 
tanning. She notes that around 
the same time some of her 
friends’ parents were also deal¬ 
ing with skin cancers. 

The Canadian Cancer Society 
worries that more people will 
hear the kinds of frightening 
diagnoses Anderson and Jones 
did in the future. That’s because 
skin cancers — particularly the 
most deadly kind, melanoma — 
are the most common kinds of 
cancers in Canada. And whereas 
the incidences of some cancers 
are actually going down, mel¬ 
anoma cases are on the rise, in 
both women and men.

Skin-cancer 
survivors say 
threat is real 


being exposed to a 10-fold 
increase of certain chemicals 
when their baby’s brain is de¬ 
veloping and a 4.5-point drop 
in the standard measure of in¬ 
telligence. 

The chemicals of concern 
are polybrominated diphenyl 
ethers, known as PBDEs, 
which have been widely used 


to prevent the spread of fire in 
furniture, carpet padding and 
car seats. 

Researcher and health sci¬ 
ences Prof. Bruce Lanphear 
says North Americans are like¬ 
ly exposed to higher amounts 
of PBDEs than people in other 
parts of the world, and it 
could take decades to flush 


the chemicals from their en¬ 
vironments. 

The study suggests the im¬ 
pact of the chemicals is com¬ 
parable to exposure to lead, 
which was once used in vari¬ 
ous products including paint 
and pipes in homes and of¬ 
fices.

‘An extraordinary 
Canadian.’ Former 
UN commander in 
Rwanda will serve 
last day in the upper 
chamber on June 17 


Liberal Sen. Romeo Dallaire, 
a career soldier best known 
in Canada as the former com¬ 
mander of the UN’s ill-fated 
peacekeeping mission in Rwan¬ 
da, is resigning — not retiring, 
he insists — from the upper 
chamber. 

Dallaire’s last day in the Sen¬ 
ate will be June 17, after which 
he intends to focus attention 
on a growing portfolio of inter¬ 
national humanitarian work, 
the square-jawed senator told 
a news conference Wednesday. 

The decision has nothing to 
do with either the shadow of 
scandal that has loomed over 


the Senate for more than a year, 
or with the Rwandan-bom post- 
traumatic stress disorder that 
has haunted him for 20 years, 
he said. 


Rather, the 68-year-old Dal¬ 
laire said he felt there simply 
wasn’t enough time in his 
schedule to be a senator while 
also pursuing causes close to 


his heart that are related to de¬ 
fence and human rights in the 
international arena. 

“I have an awful lot of work 
ahead of me, and it was im¬ 


portant for me to leave at this 
point.” 

Dallaire said resigning has 
left him with a “tom heart” 
because his nine years in the 
Senate allowed him to cham¬ 
pion issues including veterans 
and their families, a strong 
militaiy to help ensure global 
peace, anti-terrorism, aborigin¬ 
al rights and better intelligence 
oversight. 

“I think it was a veiy useful 
instrument for me to advance 
things I believe in,” he said. 

While Dallaire’s news came 
as a surprise, it was quickly fol¬ 
lowed by glowing praise from 
all political quarters. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper thanked the senator 
via Twitter for his service, Con¬ 
servative Sen. Hugh Segal said 
he was “devastated” to hear of 
his colleague’s decision, calling 
it “a huge loss,” and NDP Leader 
Tom Mulcair called Dallaire “an 
extraordinaiy Canadian.”

Canada’s electronic spy 
agency says it gathers and 
sometimes keeps personal 
information — including 
names and email addresses 
of Canadians — as part of 
efforts to protect vital net¬ 
works from cyberattaclcs. 

Communications Secur¬ 
ity Establishment Canada 
maintains an informa¬ 
tion bank containing the 
personal information of 
“potentially any individ¬ 
ual” who communicates 
electronically with a key 
federal computer network 
while CSEC is assessing its 
vulnerability. 

Information in the 
bank — known as CSEC 
PPU 007 — is held for up 
to 30 years before being 
transferred to Libraiy and 
Archives Canada, says a 
description in the federal 
Info Source guide, which 
lists the various categories 
of personal information 
held by the government.

South Africa’s last president 
under white rule has sug¬ 
gested that Israel risks head¬ 
ing toward apartheid if it 
does not reach a peace deal 
with the Palestinians. 

The comments by F.W. de 
Klerk echo warnings made 
by Palestinian, American 
and dovish Israeli officials. 
But his words carry special 
meaning, given his role in 
South Africa’s painful his¬ 
tory of race relations. 

De Klerk was the last 
president under apartheid 
and, along with the late Nel¬ 
son Mandela, brought about 
the end to decades of system¬ 


atic racial discrimination 
against blacks, jointly win¬ 
ning the 1993 Nobel Peace 
Prize.

Africa’s racist rule have in¬ 
creased in public discourse 
about Israel and its treat¬ 


ment of Palestinians. In 
April, U.S. Secretary of State 
John Kerry — who had been 
mediating negotiations be¬ 
tween Israel and the Pales¬ 
tinians — set off an uproar 
when he made a similar 
warning.

Maternal health 
summit. UN Children’s

Efforts to improve the health 
of newborns and their moth¬ 
ers in poor countries must 
also include protecting them 
from violence, such as the 
terror caused by Boko Haram 
in Nigeria, says the head of 
the UN Children’s Fund. 

UNICEF chief Anthony 
Lake offered that assessment 
in an interview Wednesday 
with The Canadian Press pri¬ 
or to the opening of Stephen 
Harper’s international con¬ 
ference on maternal, new¬ 
born and child health. 

Lake lauded the prime 
minister’s leadership in 
helping children and moth¬ 
ers in developing countries 
as he heaped praise on the 
courage of the teenage girls 
kidnapped by Boko Haram in 
northern Nigeria. 

He said he would raise 
his concerns about child pro¬ 


tection in a private meeting 
later Wednesday with Harp¬ 
er’s international develop¬ 
ment minister, Christian 
Paradis. 

“Paradis is passionate 
about the protection issue,” 
Lake said in a wide-ranging 
interview. 

As for Harper, Lake said: 
“He has led the way on this 
and Canada has delivered 
and is delivering, again 80 
per cent of its commitment 
at Muslcolca.” 

Harper unveiled the Mus- 
lcolca Initiative at the G8 
summit Canada hosted in 
2010, and it has become the 
government’s signature de¬ 
velopment priority. Harper 
committed $2.8 billion over 
five years to the issue in 
2010, but a coalition of Can¬ 
adian agencies is calling on 
him to up the ante to $3.25 
billion. 

At a side event Wednes¬ 
day at The Hospital for Sick 
Children in Toronto, the 
government announced a 
$ 98-million contribution to

Threat to girls’ education 


Kidnapping 
highlights

The Boko Haram kidnap¬ 
ping was on the minds

posed by militant groups. 

“The words almost fail 
me about how strongly I 
feel about this,” said Lake, 
who has been a senior advis¬ 
er to U.S. presidents Jimmy 
Carter and Bill Clinton. 


“These are not victims. 
These are people who are 
acting with greater courage 
than I think you or I could 
probably summon under 
horrendous circumstances. 
And we shouldn’t be condes¬ 
cending to them by saying 
we are saving them. We are 
supporting them.” 

Lake suggested western 
donors, weaiy of funding 
one crisis after another, 
should adjust their view of 
people in developing coun¬ 
tries who persevere in the 
face of dire circumstances, 
including natural disasters. 

Lake and other high- 
profile guests are to address 
the conference in the com¬ 
ing days, where Harper is 
expected to announce more 
funds. 

Since 1990, the deaths of 
mothers in childbirth and 
among under age five chil¬ 
dren have been cut in half, 
but each year, 2.9 million 
newborn babies die, while

Reunion for Congolese adoptees 


Thirty-one children who had 
been blocked for months 
from leaving Congo with 
their adoptive parents ar¬ 
rived in Rome on Wednesday 
aboard an Italian govern¬ 
ment plane for a joyful, long 
delayed reunion with their 
new families. 

The children ran excit¬ 
edly into their parents’ arms 
at Ciampino airport after an 
overnight flight from the 


western African nation. Con¬ 
go suspended all internation¬ 
al adoptions last year, citing 
fears some children might 
later have been trafficked. 

None of the allegations in¬ 
volved adoptions by Italians, 
and Italy’s premier person¬ 
ally intervened in the case. 

Maria Elena Boschi, an 
Italian government minister 
who accompanied the chil¬ 
dren from Congo, said “they 


went crazy when, from the 
plane’s windows, they spot¬ 
ted their parents” waiting on 
the tarmac. 

The mother of two of the 
children, girls ages 7 and 9, 
was ecstatic. “Happiness, 
happiness. I saw my two 
children. I kissed them and 
I hugged them,” said Laura 
Mancinelli. 

The parents were forced 
to leave Congo without their 


children when their visas ex¬ 
pired, after spending months 
there waiting for final paper¬ 
work and hoping for a policy 
change from the Congolese 
government. The children 
stayed behind in the care of 
Italian nuns. 

Boschi sported a braid 
woven into her hair by one 
of the girls during the flight. 
She said all the children are 
healthy, the associated press

BP must pay 
claims while 
appealing 

BP PLC must resume paying 
claims while it asks the U.S. 
Supreme Court to review its 
settlement with businesses 
over the 2010 Gulf of Mexico 
oil spill, a federal appeals 
court panel said Wednesday. 

The 2-1 judgment said 
the 5th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals will not stop pay¬ 
ments while BP appeals the 
court’s earlier ruling that 
businesses, under the settle¬ 
ment, don’t have to prove 
they were directly harmed 
by the spill to collect money. 

BP will ask the Supreme 
Court to review Wednes¬ 
day’s ruling, company 
spokesman Geoff Morrell 
said in an emailed state¬ 
ment. 

The four-sentence judg¬ 
ment does not include 
detailed reasons for an order 
handed down a day earlier 
or for the dissent by Judge 
Edith Brown Clement, who 
also disagreed in the court’s 
March 3 ruling.

The two-seater won’t be 
sold publicly, but Google 
said Tuesday it hopes by 
this time next year, 100 
prototypes will be on pub¬ 
lic roads. Though not driv¬ 
ing very quickly — the top 
speed would be 25 miles per 
hour. 

The cars are a natural 
next step for Google, which 
already has driven hundreds 
of thousands of miles in 
California with Lexus SUVs 
and Toyota Priuses outfit¬ 
ted with a combination of 
sensors and computers.

Winning the soccer World Cup 
can bring instant rewards to 
that country’s stock market 
investors. But they better be 
quick, as the post-victoiy rally 
doesn’t last long. 

That’s the conclusion of in¬ 
vestment bank Goldman Sachs, 
which published a wideranging 
report on the World Cup and its 
economic impact. 

Goldman Sachs analysts 
found “a clear pattern of outper- 
formance by the winning team 
in the weeks after the World 
Cup final.” On average, the 
victorious country’s stocks out¬ 
perform the global market by 
3.5 per cent in the first month, 
the investment bank’s strategy 
team said. 


The conclusions are based 
on statistics since 1974, when 
West Germany beat the Neth¬ 
erlands, and appear to be fairly 
consistent over time. Only Bra¬ 


zil failed to outperform after its 
win in 2002, largely because the 
football-mad nation was con¬ 
sumed by recession and a cur¬ 
rency crisis.

Queen to release 
tracks featuring Mercury 


Queen are to release new tracks 
featuring Freddie Mercuiy’s 
vocals by the end of the year, 
the British rock group’s guitar¬ 
ist Brian May said. 

The songs, dating back to 
the 1980s, will be released on 
a compilation album, May told 
BBC radio. 

Lead singer Mercuiy died 
of AIDS-related pneumonia in 
1991. Four years later, Queen 
released Made In Heaven, their 
final studio album with the 
iconic frontman, painstakingly 
constructing some fresh songs 
from lines of vocals he left be¬ 
hind. 

But May said more tapes in 
the vault had come to fight. 

“We found a few more 
tracks with Freddie singing and 
all of us playing, and they’re 
quite beautiful, so people 



will be hearing this work to¬ 
wards the end of the year,” the 
66-year-old said. 

“We’re going to put out 
an album which probably is 
called Queen Forever, and 
it’s a compilation, but it will 
have this new material which 
nobody in the world has ever 
heard.

They’re meant to be funny 
but they’re not meant to be 
hyper-literal. I don’t think 
they’re viable solutions to 
societal problems but some 
people think they are.

Some women feel threat¬ 
ened on public transport, 
so will this keep women 
safe? 

I wasn’t thinking about 
threats; it’s about how you 
have a knee-jerk reaction 
when someone comes into 
your space. Maybe you have 
a reaction to move away, but 
instead of you moving away, 
the dress does it for you and 
it does it in a much more 
exaggerated way. The dress 
is a part of the relationship 
— it’s a kind of third force.

Patio, deck or yard. 

Making connections 
between inside and 
outside adds design flair 


With the sun shining and 
weather warming up, most 
homeowners want to spend 
more time outside on their 
patios and decks. But instead 
of just putting up an umbrel¬ 
la and calling it a day, Larry 
Myers recommends home- 
owners consider their out¬ 
door space as an extension of 
their interior. 

Myers, designer and 
owner of Victoria’s Alfresco 
Living Design, says his phil¬ 
osophy when it comes to cre¬ 
ating outdoor living spaces 
is seeing a patio or deck that 
looks like any other room in 
the house. 

Go with the flow 

“I think there should be veiy 
smooth transitions and con¬ 
tinuity between indoor and 
outdoor spaces,” says Myers. 
“There should be efficiency 
and good flow to support 
people moving and navigat¬ 
ing between the spaces.” 


Whether it is a smaller 
condo deck or a large home 
patio, Myers starts by look¬ 
ing inside for how someone 
has chosen to lay out the in¬ 
terior and the views of win¬ 
dows to the outside. 

“I look at the interior decor 
and the residential architec¬ 
ture, and I try to bring those 
attributes that connect spaces 
from architectural to person¬ 
al style,” he says. 

Think big 

Regardless of the space, 
Myers says the main thing 
people overlook when cre¬ 
ating their outdoor living 
space is the scale of the area. 

“The tendency for most 
people is to underscale,” he 
says. “People should look at 
scale and how things prop¬ 
erly fit into the space, and I 
think that is one of the mis¬ 
takes people usually make, is 
that they underscale.” 

Myers says people also 
don’t usually deal with the 
vertical spaces. 

“It’s about using the space 
to its fullest,” he says. 

Create backyard rooms 

Like Myers, Candace Mal- 


lette, landscape designer 
and owner of Candace Mal- 
lette Landscape and Garden 
Design in the Ottawa area, 
says homeowners should 
approach their backyard as 
they would a house by creat¬ 
ing rooms that serve differ¬ 
ent functions. 

“Design your yard into 
rooms,” she says. “You could 
create an area where you’d 
barbecue, a service area 
tucked away that isn’t vis¬ 


ually where you’d see with 
your clothes line and shed, 
and then maybe a patio for 
dining with a small read¬ 
ing area. If you put different 
rooms in your backyard that 
works really well.” 

Keep it private 

While the actual design and 
layout of an outdoor space 
can be difficult, Mallette says 
one of the biggest concerns

she addresses from home- 
owners is around privacy. 

The position and size 
of many residential lots 
means many homeowners 
are dealing with neighbours 
on either side, and Mallette 
says a raised deck can de¬ 
crease privacy by creating 
the feeling that a home- 
owner is too exposed when 
they are enjoying their out¬ 
door space. 

“One of the solutions we 
came up for clients with con¬ 
cerns about privacy is that 


we try to encourage them to 
go with a patio right down 
on the ground because you 
aren’t raised up feeling like 
you’re on display,” she says. 

“A patio that is low to the 
ground also creates more 
of an intimate space. If the 
deck is already created and 
it is a large deck, we do tiy 
to encourage people to do an 
easy fix like large planters 
in groups. Large tall tropical 
palms can almost create a 
screen or a wall that they can 

use.” THE CANADIAN PRESS 



Even a small outdoor space 
can be turned into an oasis 


Beautiful outdoor living 
spaces aren’t just limited 
to those with big back¬ 
yards. David Amodeo, 
owner of Empire Landscap¬ 
ing and Garden Services 
in Victoria, B.C., says any 
balcony or patio can be 
transformed into an out¬ 
door oasis by adding a few 
things. 

“Lots of people like 
artificial grass so they can 


take their socks and shoes 
off,” he says. “Potted plants 
work very well on balcon¬ 
ies. 

“Herb gardens, leafy 
greens, strawberries, blue¬ 
berries and tomatoes are 
just a small sample of what 
food grows well on balcon¬ 
ies provided it gets some 
sun, and even without any 
sun you can use hostas or 
ferns.” the Canadian press

Martha Stewart talks small spaces 



KL: If you only had a small 
outdoor space, would you 
use it for taking sun and 
lounging — or eating and 
entertaining? 

MS: Oh, for dining. After 
dining you can always lounge 
around. I would definitely 
have a way to cook outside; 
there are such fabulous small 
cooking devices for outside 
now — veiy small hibachis 
that don’t take up any space. 

You could have two or 
three small ones that could 
be stored under a counter 
when not in use. They don’t 
require large amounts of 
charcoal and you can cook 
veiy nicely on those. I love 
the clay hibachis with clay 
bases that you can cook on 
and they are pretty to look at 
and they can sit right on top 
of a table. 

If charcoal was not permit¬ 
ted, there are always small 
electric outdoor grills to con¬ 
sider. I’d have a slate or stone 
table top so you didn’t have 
to worry about the heat. 

I would have comfortable 
outdoor dining chairs and 
ottomans; the ottomans could 
pull up to the table in order 
to create more seating when 
needed, and they are comfort¬ 
able. Plus, then the ottomans

can be pulled up to the dining 
chairs and turn them into a 
chaise for lounging around 
outside.

“Don't feel you have to 
live with everything...” 


KL: What are some tricks 
to help expand the inside 
to the outside during really 
nice weather? 

MS: I do that all the time 
when the weather gets nice; 
open the doors and live onto 
the porch. I have a porch on 
every one of my houses so I 
can easily open up the house 
when the weather is nice. 

One thing that I am dying 
to do is to incorporate a 
fireplace onto a porch. This 
would lengthen the amount 
of time that could be spend 
outside once the summer 
season comes to an end. 
Outdoor carpets, lamps and 
pillows are an excellent way 
to make your outside space 
feel exactly like the inside of 
your home. 

KL: How can we create a 
sense of privacy on our out¬ 
door spaces? 

MS: Most balconies have pri¬ 
vacy from above and below 
but to create privacy from 
people looking across, you 
could hang bamboo shades — 
the roll up-ones that would be 


veiy nice to let down, also for 
sun protection on a hot sunny 
day. They look outdoorsy and 
appropriate and when they 
roll up they disappear. 

KL: What are a few ideas to 
help make a small space feel 
larger inside? 

MS: Well, edit your furniture 
... The new way of decorating 
is by editing what you have. 
Get rid of the extraneous, 


such as tchotchlces, extra 
chairs, junk on the tables, 
curtains. Simplify window 
treatments. I have beautiful 
translucent pull-down shades 
throughout my entire house 
in Bedford — no curtains or 
heavy treatments. They are 


so pretty. They filter the light 
and make eveiy room feel 
veiy serene. 

I suggest ordering them 
the same colour as your walls 
to create a calm, monochro¬ 
matic look. 

Mirrors can be just as nice 
as art; if you hang one at the 
end of a small room it will 
make it look twice as big. 
Everyone knows that trick! 


KL: How would you tackle 
an overstuffed, unorganized 
bedroom closet? 

MS: Editing is the key: Make 
sure you have at least one or¬ 
ganized closet installed some¬ 
where in your apartment. An 
armoire can be retrofitted to

hold a lot of accessories. If you 
are lucky to have a small stor¬ 
age room, den or nook you 
could outfit that into a closet 
as well. Our design team 
works very hard on the closet 
organizing systems at Home 
Depot to give people all sorts 
of wonderful ideas for storage 
and organizing tools that can 
help create tidy and attractive 
closet space. Also consider 
storing out-of-season items 
elsewhere. Don’t feel that you 
have to live with everything 
cramping a small apartment. 

KL: What would be the most 


effective storage options 
to incorporate into a small 
kitchen reno? 

MS: I love the narrow filler 
pull-out cupboards that help 
store spices, cooking oils, 
canned goods in a veiy slim 
space. They are installed be¬ 
tween cupboards and drawer 
units. They’re a wonderful 
way to utilize eveiy square 
inch of available space in a 
tiny kitchen. A deep 24-inch 
cupboard unit should be 
installed over the refrigerator; 
they make a great place to 
hide away large trays, serving 
bowls or occasional small ap¬ 
pliances. I use up every single 
bit of wall space in my kitchen 
for storage. I love open shelv¬ 
ing for the everyday cups, 
saucers, bowls, and all the 
most used cooking items like 
jars of flour and sugar. This is 
useful and can also look pretty 
if you are organized.

“Your garden is only as 


good as your soil,” says David 
Salman, chief horticulturist 
at High Country Gardens, a 
Santa Fe, N.M., catalogue that 
specializes in native and low- 
water plants. 

Find out what nutrients 
your soil has, and what it’s 
missing, with a soil test. Labs 
across the countiy offer this 
service. 

Encourage plant health 
by fertilizing with natural, 
organic fertilizers, which in¬ 
clude fish emulsion and liquid 
seaweed, says Salman. 





Herbs that grow best in a small or water-wise garden include basil, oregano, 
parsley, thyme and rosemary, says Sarah J. Browning, an extension educator 
for the University of Nebraska-Lincoln, who also suggests planting radishes, 
carrots, peppers, zucchini and summer squash for summertime bounty.

Healthy soil trick 

One trick Salmon recom¬ 
mends, especially for garden¬ 
ers living in new housing de¬ 
velopments, is adding a soil 
inoculant called mycorrhiza, 
a beneficial fungi. It’s found

naturally in healthy soil, but 
often needs to be added to a 
new garden. 

“New gardens in new sub¬ 
divisions, their soil is scraped 
off as part of construction,” 
says Salman. “You need to put 
beneficial fungi back in.” 

Peas, beans and soybeans 
could benefit from legume 
inoculants, which are species- 
specific (a soybean inoculant 
cannot be used to improve 
peas’ growth). Read product 
labels carefully or ask your 


Greek oregano and dill, 
plus annual herbs such 
as basil and cilantro, 
among the root vege¬ 
tables. 


• Try growing perennials 
such as rosemary, Eng¬ 
lish thyme, tarragon and 
lavender in your orna¬ 
mental beds. They don’t 
require your vegetable 
garden’s mineral-rich 
soil, says Salman. 


gardening centre for assist¬ 
ance. 

“Your beans will do OK 
(without it), but if you really 
want to crank out the beans, 
you can do that with the in¬ 
oculant,” says Salman. “It’s 
kind of a ‘grandma’s secret’ to 
growing great beans.” 

Vine and dandy 

Plants that can offer high 
yields with low watering in¬ 
clude leafy vegetables such 
as kale, lettuce and spinach; 
beans, snow peas and sugar 
snap peas; and some varieties 
of cucumbers and squash, he 
says. 

Plant vining beans and 
peas if you have space or 
can grow them up a fence or 
trellis; plant bush beans and 
peas in large pots if space is 
limited. 

Sarah J. Browning, an ex¬ 
tension educator for the Uni¬ 
versity of Nebraska-Lincoln, 
suggests planting radishes, 
carrots, peppers, zucchini and 
summer squash for summer¬ 
time bounty. 

Peppers grow well in dry 
conditions, says Browning, 
and root crops such don’t 
need frequent watering. 

Mulch for moisture 

“If you watered them well and 
then mulched them, I think 
you could get a crop with 
fairly small amounts of water 
input,” she says. 

Plant radishes early in the 
season or in part shade, and 
mulch them and other plants 
to retain moisture and combat 
weeds. 

Browning recommends the 
cheriy tomato cultivar Sun 
Gold and the slicers Big Beef 
and Celebrity as great-tasting 
high producers. 

Also look for disease-resist- 
ant tomato varieties, which 
are easier to grow. Browning 
refers tomato lovers to Penn¬

Vulnerable to hackers 


First and foremost, the pub¬ 
lication is concerned about 
the added vulnerability of 
connecting devices such 
as door locks and lights to 
a home’s Wi-Fi network.

Host Brazil 
faces doubters 

Brazil’s Deputy Sports 
Minister Luis Fernandes 
said Wednesday that Brazil 
would organize a successful 
World Cup despite what he 
called “prejudice” against 
so-called developing coun¬ 
tries as they tiy to organize 
mega-sports events. 

“We are confident that 
Brazil will surprise the 
world with a successful 
event in the World Cup,” 
Fernandes said, speaking 
Wednesday with reporters 
in a teleconference. 

Brazil’s preparations 
of the World Cup, which 
opens June 12 in Sao Paulo, 
have been characterized 
by delays building or 
remodelling 12 stadiums, 
unfinished upgrades to 
airports and transportation, 
and criticism the $11.5 
billion being spent should 
have been used to improve 
the countiy’s poor schools 
and rundown hospitals. 

“There is absolutely no 
contradiction between a 
developing countiy hosting 
a major event such as the 
World Cup or the Olympic 
Games, and increasing 
investment in education 
and in other public areas,” 
said Fernandes.

Stephen Hawking has turned 
his brilliant mind toward per¬ 
haps his toughest challenge 
yet — helping England win 
the World Cup. 

Britain’s most famous sci¬ 
entist, known for his theories 
on physics and the universe, 
has been commissioned by a 
betting company to analyze 
data from every World Cup 
England has qualified for 
since winning the tourna¬ 
ment in 1966 in the hopes 
of coming up with a winning 
formula. 

Hawking used his sci¬ 
ence to produce two for¬ 
mulas. The first one, taking 
into account a host of vari¬ 
ables, describes the prob¬ 
ability of England winning 
a match while the other ad¬ 
dresses the country’s penalty 
chances. 

“Ever since the dawn of 
civilization, people have not 
been content to see events 
as unconnected and inexplic¬ 
able,” Hawking told a press 
conference in London. “They 
have craved an understand¬ 
ing of the underlying order 
in the world. The World Cup 
is no different.” 

Hawking, who is known 
for his sense of humour, 


covered a game later, break¬ 
ing Goerges back and advan¬ 
cing on her first match point. 
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Hawking's tips:
